Sarkozy: Tax havens will be 
shunned by G20 powers 


CANNES (AFP) - French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
warned yesterday that tax 
havens would be shunned by 
the international community, 
naming Switzerland among 
countries he said had not done 
enough to end banking se¬ 
crecy. 

"We don’t want any more 
tax havens. Our message is 
clear," Sarkozy said at the end 
of the G20 summit in Cannes. 

Sarkozy named 11 coun¬ 


tries that fail to meet trans¬ 
parency standards — Antigua, 
Barbados, Botswana, Brunei, 
Panama, Seychelles, Trinidad 
and Tobago, Uruguay, Vanu- 
ata, Switzerland and Liechten¬ 
stein. 

"Countries that remain tax 
havens ... will be shunned by 
the international community," 
he warned.

Fears of crackdown spread 
at Occupy Wall Street 



US warns Americans 
about risks of travel 
to Kenya 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Fears of 
a possible police crackdown 
spread Friday through New 
York’s Occupy Wall Street 
camp in the wake of violent 
clashes between police and 
protesters in California. 

The camp which popped up 
in Manhattan’s Zuccotti Park 
seven weeks ago, inspiring 
similar anti-Wall Street 
demonstrations across the 
United States and in London, 
faces mounting political pres¬ 
sure, along with plummeting 
temperatures. 

The police presence was 
unchanged around the 
cramped tent village, but angry 
comments by Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg and increasingly 
hostile coverage in parts of the 
New York media jangled pro¬ 
testers’ nerves. 

The occupywallst.org web¬ 
site reported ’’rampant” rumors 
of police action and warned: 
”NYPD (police) could move in 
as early as tonight, or it could 


be next week. We know that 
our adversaries are trying to 
build political cover for evic¬ 
tion by demonizing us in the 
press.” 

Ex-Marine Jose Mediavilla, 
29, cut a bizarre sight wearing 
a gas mask while using a 
broom and dustpan to clean 
around the cramped tent vil- 
lage. 

He said that while the camp 
was being skewered by the 
press, ordinary people still 
supported its aims of drawing 
attention to Wall Street corrup¬ 
tion and economic inequities. 

The OWS camp already 
survived one apparent attempt 
at eviction three weeks ago, 
when police and the owners of 
the small, mostly concrete 
park said they would enforce a 
cleaning operation, only to 
back off at the last hour. 

Since then, Bloomberg has 
given mixed messages over his 
support for freedom of speech 
and his dislike for the way the 


protesters have established 
their noisy presence in the 
high-rent downtown neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Further heating the rhetoric 
against OWS are lurid media 
reports of unsavory behavior, 
including drug-taking and 
public urinating. The popular 
New York Post tabloid has run 
prominent articles about what 
it calls the protest ’’insanity.” 

’’Occupy Wall Street ani¬ 
mals go wild.... ZOO- 
COTTI!” the front page 
headline screamed Friday over 
a photo-report on a brief fracas 
between two protesters at Zuc¬ 
cotti Park. 

On Thursday, the Post’s 
front page contained an appeal 
for police intervention head¬ 
lined: ’’ENOUGH!” It came 
the same day as police in Oak¬ 
land, California, used tear gas 
to disperse stone-throwing 
anti-capitalist protesters. 

The few hundred New York 
demonstrators — some of 
whom sleep out at night — are 
already struggling to cope with 
falling temperatures. 

On Friday, chilly winds tore 
at the 100 or so, often flimsy 
tents, and at one point sent the 
huge blue tarpaulin protecting 
the protesters’ sophisticated 
media equipment flying. Sev¬ 
eral young people around the 
camp could be seen shivering 
uncontrollably. 

Despite the problems, the 
core of protesters seem as res¬ 
olute and well organized as 
ever. Their neatly organized 
encampment includes every¬ 
thing from an ever-expanding 
library to a bicycle powered 
composting machine. 

Construction worker Tim 
Reed, eating his lunch in Zuc¬ 
cotti Park before returning to 
his building site, said he saw 
no need for a heavy handed re¬ 
sponse. 

”I think it’s probably the 
biggest tourist attraction in 
New York right now,” he said. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States warned Ameri¬ 
cans Friday against traveling 
to Kenya amid rising concerns 
about Shebab militants based 
in Somalia. 

On October 23, a week 
after Kenyan forces crossed 
into Somalia to hunt the She¬ 
bab, the US embassy in 
Nairobi warned Americans of 
an ’’imminent threat” of attacks 
possibly targeting foreigners 
and cited the risk of travel to 
Kenya. 

Friday’s State Department 
warning cited a flurry of recent 
kidnappings of Europeans in 
Kenya who were taken into 
areas of Somalia controlled by 
the Al-Qaeda-linked Shebab. 
A disabled French woman died 
in captivity. 

It recalled that Kenya re¬ 
sponded on October 16 by 
launching a military offensive 
into Somalia, which prompted 
Shebab threats of attacking 


(AFP) - The International 
Monetary Fund awarded Fri¬ 
day a $616 million loan to 
Ivory Coast to help revive its 
economy devastated by post¬ 
election violence. 

The IMF executive board 
approved the loan Friday, and 
a first installment of $128.3 
million was immediately 
available, the Washington- 
based institution said in a 
statement. 


civilian targets in Kenya. 

A night club and a bus stop 
in Nairobi were later subject to 
grenade attacks. 

Helicopter-borne US Spe¬ 
cial Operations Forces staged 
a May raid in Pakistan that 
killed bin Laden. 

’’Terrorist acts could in¬ 
clude suicide operations, 
bombings, kidnappings, at¬ 
tacks on civil aviation, and at¬ 
tacks on maritime vessels in or 
near Kenyan ports,” the State 
Department said. 

On October 23, the em¬ 
bassy cited ’’credible informa¬ 
tion of an imminent threat of 
terrorist attacks directed at 
prominent Kenyan facilities 
and areas where foreigners are 
known to congregate, such as 
malls and night clubs.” 

US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton then pointed to 
threats by the Shebab as the 
reason the US embassy in 
Nairobi issued the warning. 


The board also endorsed 
$8 million in aid for the coun¬ 
try under the Heavily In¬ 
debted Poor Countries 
initiative. The money repre¬ 
sents relief on debt service as 
the country moves through 
the HIPC process toward 
debt forgiveness. 

The $616 million Ex¬ 
tended Credit Facility loan is 
for three years.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - An 
American four-dollar gold coin 
dating back to 1879 went 
under the hammer at an auc¬ 
tion in the Netherlands on Fri¬ 
day for a record price of 
95,000 euros, auctioneers 
Schulman announced. 

"The highest ever price for 
the sale at auction of a gold 
coin was fetched during the 
Schulman auction," the auction 
house said in a statement. 

"The 1879 four-dollar 
Stella from the United States 
was sold for 95,000 euros", or 
$130,000, Schulman said. 


ROME (AFP) - Six people 
were killed yesterday when 
the Italian port city of Genoa 
was hit by flash floods during 
heavy rainfall, including a 
woman who was apparently 
crushed by cars being swept 
away by the water. 

"There have been six 
deaths," said the local prefect, 
Francesco Musolino. 

Hundreds of shops were 
flooded and emergency offi¬ 
cials urged residents to move 
to high ground and upper 
floors as waters rose and fire¬ 
fighters used rubber dinghies 
and divers to evacuate peo¬ 
ple, officials said. 

Five of the victims, inclu¬ 
ding two children, died when 
the lobby of an apartment 
block in which they had 
sought shelter flooded. 

"This was a completely 
unexpected tragedy," said 
Genoa mayor Marta Vicenzi.

"An archaeological investi¬ 
gation has been conducted on 
the site of Rotterdam port’s ex¬ 
pansion ... with some very in¬ 
teresting results," said 
Rotterdam port spokesman 
Sjaak Poppe. 

"Archaeologists found 
traces of animal bone, flint and 
charcoal from around 7,000 
BC. Ifs the first indication of 
human society in western 
Netherlands," he said.

China hospital disposes of live 
baby 


BEIJING (AFP) - Health au¬ 
thorities in south China said 
Friday they were investigating 
a hospital medieal team for 
mistakenly diagnosing a still¬ 
birth and disposing of a baby 
that was alive. 

The probe is taking plaee at 
the Nanhai Red Cross Hospi¬ 
tal in the Guangdong provin- 
eial eity of Foshan where the 
ineident oeeurred on Oetober 
26, the Nanhai distriet health 
bureau said in a statement 
faxed to AFP. 

Aeeording to the statement, 
Liu Dongmei — eight months 
pregnant - had been rushed to 
the hospital with internal 
bleeding and stomaeh eramps. 

She later had an emergeney 
birth, but the baby was neither 
breathing nor erying after 
leaving the womb and its skin 
had turned purple, it said. 

Believing it was dead, the 
medieal team disposed of the 
ehild but did not follow proper 


hospital proeedures, the state¬ 
ment added. 

The Foshan News, a loeal 
website, reported that when 
Liu’s sister-in-law asked to see 
the body around 30 minutes 
after birth, she was handed a 
yellow plastie bag eontaining 
the infant and found it was 
still alive. 

"I opened the plastie bag 
and saw the baby’s hands and 
feet moving, the stomaeh was 
going up and down and air 
bubbles were eoming out of 
his mouth,” the paper quoted 
her as saying. 

She was further shoeked 
when she saw the baby was a 
boy — not a girl as the family 
had been told, it said. 

Aeeording to the Foshan 
News, nurses had told the 
family the ehild was a girl in 
an effort to blunt the blow of 
its death. 

In China, baby boys are 
often viewed as more preeious 


than girls, as many families 
ean have only one ehild as part 
of the nation’s population pol- 
iey and desire a male heir. 

Following the diseovery, 
the newborn was rushed to in¬ 
tensive eare where he remains 
in a stable eondition. 

Offieials at the hospital re¬ 
fused to eomment on the inei¬ 
dent when eontaeted by AFP. 

China’s healtheare system - 

- onee widely praised for im¬ 
proving the health of millions 

— is now panned as eostly, un¬ 
derfunded and providing 
shoddy treatment, espeeially 
in poorer regions. 

Liu and her husband are 
seeking to sue the hospital for 
300,000 yuan ($45,000), the 
Beijing News said. 

The head of the maternity 
ward, a doetor and two nurses 
have been suspended pending 
the results of the investigation, 
it added. 


BEIJING (AFP) - China said 
Friday it had busted a gang 
that produeed and sold fake 
medieine — some made of an¬ 
imal feed — arresting 114 sus- 
peets and seizing more than 65 
million eounterfeit tablets. 

China has frequently been 
hit by fake drug seandals de¬ 
spite government pledges to 
improve supervision of the in¬ 
dustry, triggering growing 
publie outrage over lax eon- 
trols and offieial eorruption. 

The Ministry of Publie Se- 
eurity said in a statement that 
around 1,000 poliee offieers 
raided 117 dens and pharma- 
eies that produeed and sold 
fake drugs. 

The raids were the result of 
a four-month investigation 
during whieh poliee diseov- 
ered that the gang repaekaged 
expired pharmaeeutieals, or 
used dangerous ingredients 
sueh as animal feed and ehem- 
ieal pigments to make tablets. 

”In order to make the fake 
drugs similar to the real medi¬ 


eine in eolour, weight and 
other senses, some even added 
iron powder and diazepam 
(used to treat anxiety disor¬ 
ders) into their produets... 
whieh eaused huge harm to pa¬ 
tients,” it said. 

The statement did not men¬ 
tion whether anyone had died 
or fallen ill after taking the 
eounterfeit medieines or when 
the raids oeeurred. 

Most of the fake drugs were 
sold to elinies and pharmacies 
outside city centres or in the 
countryside, and the sellers 
used newspapers, magazines 
and particularly the Internet 
for promotion, it said. 

The case is the latest in a 
string of food and drug safety 
scandals to hit the nation. 

One of the biggest scandals 
emerged in 2008 when huge 
amounts of the industrial 
chemical melamine were 
found to have been illegally 
added to dairy products, 
killing at least six babies and 
sickening another 300,000.

Cuban sexpert

HAVANA (AFP) - A leading 
Cuban sexologist urged 
young men who are worried 
about the size of their penis 
not to take advantage of the 
communist nation’s free 
health care to have surgery 
to enlarge their manhood. 

”It is not necessary that 
the penis be so long to en¬ 
courage a woman... because 
she has many areas of erotic 
stimulation,” said Ramiro 


Fragas, a sex expert at the 
Ministry of Public Health. 

He made his recommen¬ 
dation in a full-page inter¬ 
view in Juventud Rebelde, 
the newspaper of Cuban 
youth, after becoming 
alarmed at ’’significant” de¬ 
mand from young men for 
penis enlargement opera¬ 
tions. 

Although such surgeries 
are free they require ap¬ 


proval from a team of doc¬ 
tors and health experts. 

He also stated that the 
average Cuban man’s penis, 
II to 15 centimeters (four to 
six inches), according to 
medical data, was in line 
with international averages. 

And Fragas cautioned 
that the benefits of such 
treatment is usually less than 
desired. 

”At most, one or two 
centimeters,” he said, warn¬ 
ing of negative after-effects 
relating to the aesthetics of 
the male member. 

After assessing ’’dozens” 
of surgery requests, Fragas 
said Cuban surgeons had 
conducted penis enlarge¬ 
ment surgery on 20 male pa¬ 
tients on account of birth 
defects or other medical 
problems. 

’’Self esteem and knowl¬ 
edge” is the best way of 
combating the anxiety about 
having a small penis, Fragas 
concluded

Giant crack glimpsed 
ice sheet

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
massive crack is growing 
wider in the Antarctic ice sheet 
and could break apart in the 
coming months, forming an 
iceberg the size of New York 
City, NASA scientists warned. 

The crack in western 
Antarctica’s Pine Island Gla¬ 
cier stretches for at least 18 
miles (30 kilometers) and runs 
165 feet (50 meters) deep. 

The rift is widening at a rate 
of 6.5 feet (two meters) per 


day, said NASA project scien¬ 
tist Michael Studinger. 

When the ice breaks apart, 
it will produce an iceberg more 
than 340 square miles (880 
square kilometers), said 
Studinger, who is part of the 
US space agency’s IceBridge 
project. 

But the process is not a re¬ 
sult of global warming, he 
said. 

”We expect that later this 
year or early next year year 


in Antarctic 


there will be a pretty large ice¬ 
berg forming as part of a natu¬ 
ral cycle,” he added. 

The rift was first glimpsed 
in late September by scientists 
monitoring changes in the ice 
shelf via airplane flyovers in 
order to fill in the gaps left be¬ 
tween a pair of satellites, ICE- 
Sat (Ice, Cloud and land 
Elevation Satellite), which 
ended in 2009, and ICESat 2, 
which launches in 2016. 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Six mem¬ 
bers of a multi-national crew 
stepped out into the outside 
world Friday after spending 
the last 520 days locked in an 
isolation module in Moscow 
to simulate the effects of a re¬ 
turn trip to Mars. 

The crew showed no ill ef¬ 
fects after emerging from the 
capsule where they had lived 
and slept for the last one-and- 
half years but were clearly de¬ 
lighted they had completed 
their earth-bound ’’journey” to 
the Red Planet. 

After the pressure in the 
capsule was equalised with 
the outside, a researcher 
broke the seal and then 
opened the door of the mod¬ 
ule. All six crew members, 
dressed in blue overalls, 
walked out one-by-one in 
good health. 

Looking slightly dazzled 
by their first encounter with 
other human beings for 18 
months, the crew of one Chi¬ 
nese, one Italian, one French¬ 
man and three Russians lined 
up in a row to receive the con¬ 
gratulations from scientists. 

The unprecedented exper¬ 
iment has simulated the dura¬ 
tion and isolation of a return 
journey to the Red Planet, 
even including ’’walks” on a 
replica of the Martian surface 
and 20-minute time gaps in 


communication with outside. 

Yet ever since the crew 
were first locked up back on 
June 3, 2010, their 180- 
square-metre (1,900 square 
foot) module has stayed 
firmly rooted to the earth in a 
car park outside the Moscow 
research facility. 

Controversially, the exper¬ 
iment did not include a 
woman, with researchers 
clearly wanting to avoid it de¬ 
generating into a scientific 
version of television’s sexual 
tension-filled ’’Big Brother”. 

While there were some tit¬ 
ters when the volunteers 
donned space suits for their 
’’space walk” in a glorified 
sandpit at the halfway point, 
scientists insist the experi¬ 
ment was vital preparation for 
an eventual voyage to Mars. 

The deputy head of the 
Russian space agency, Vitaly 
Davydov, said a manned voy¬ 
age to Mars was being con¬ 
sidered sometime in the 
mid-2030s, although he noted 
that humans would have to 
return to the Moon first. 

More than 100 scientific 
experiments were carried out 
during their stay and the 
deputy president of the Russ¬ 
ian Academy of Sciences 
Anatoly Grigoryev described 
the project as a ’’great victory 
for science.”

G20 puts Italy under watch, but no 
new aid for eurozone 


CANNES (AFP) - Leaders of 
the world’s top economic po¬ 
wers yesterday pushed Europe 
into acting to stop Italy follow¬ 
ing Greece into a debt crisis, 
but failed to come up with new 
funds to boost the IMF war 
chest. 

While the G20 summit 
agreed in principle to increase 
IMF funding, the leaders failed 
to come up with any precise 
figure or timetable, kicking the 
issue down the road. Financial 
markets were unimpressed. 

The risk premium on Italian 
bonds shot up to a new record 
and eurozone stock markets 
tumbled, with London’s FTSE- 
100 index closing down 0.33 
percent, Paris’ CAC-40 down 
by 2.25 percent and the Frank¬ 
furt DAX by 2.72. 

Nor was there any let-up in 
pressure on debt-laden Greece, 
whose ongoing political and 
economic crisis still hung 
heavily over Cannes’ rain- 
lashed seafront summit venue, 
as an example of the threat fac¬ 
ing Italy. 

’’Put simply, the world faces 
challenges that put our eco¬ 
nomic recovery at risk,” said 
US President Barack Obama, 
reflecting concerns Europe has 
failed to get to grips with its 
sovereign debt debacle. 

’’With respect to Europe, we 
came to Cannes to discuss with 
our European friends how they 
will move forward and build 
upon the plan they agreed to 
last week to resolve this crisis.”

Amid pressure from the 
United States and major 
emerging nations, Italy ac¬ 
cepted a humiliating deal to 
put its economy under interna¬ 
tional surveillance in a bid to 
restore market confidence. 

Investors are jittery that 
Italy, also heavily indebted and 
with sluggish growth, could 
follow Greece and have sent 
Rome’s borrowing costs to un¬ 
sustainable levels in recent 
days. 

Italian Prime Minister Sil¬ 
vio Berlusconi confirmed Italy 
had asked for the International 
Monetary Fund to monitor its 
economic reforms, but said 
that he had turned down an 
offer of financial aid as it 
’’wasn’t necessary”. 

Rome has recently adopted 
two austerity packages and has 
promised more measures, but 
markets have remained scepti¬ 
cal that they will succeed in 
eliminating the deficit by 2013 
and boosting growth. 

’’The main problem we 
have, which has been clearly 
identified as much by the Ita¬ 
lian authorities as by their part¬ 
ners, is a lack of credibility in 
the measures that have been 
announced,” IMF managing 
director Christine Lagarde 
said. 

European Commission 
chief Manuel Barroso hailed 
the move as ’’important, not 
only for the euro area but for 
global stability” and Ger¬ 
many’s Chancellor Angela 
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Merkel said: ”We are very 
happy with results here.” 

A team from the Commis¬ 
sion, which will also step up its 
monitoring of Italy, will travel 
to Rome next week, Barroso 
added. 

In Athens, Prime Minister 
George Papandreou, was sum¬ 
moned to Cannes for a dress¬ 
ing down by host President 
Nicolas Sarkozy and Merkel. 

Papandreou and his euro¬ 
zone partners have made it 
clear that either he or his suc¬ 
cessor will have to push 
through a bail-out deal tied to 
tight fiscal controls decided 
last week in Europe but now 
called into question. 

EU leaders warned that 
Greece would not get the next 
planned eight-billion euro ($11 
billion) aid installment from 
the IMF and EU unless the 
deal went through, and threat¬ 
ened to boot Athens out of the 
Union if it defaults. 

Without the EU-IMF funds, 
Greece would run out of 
money within weeks, and the 
roller-coaster political situation 
and debt crisis in Athens have 
in turn boosted market pres¬ 
sure on the Italian budget.

The G20 will now publish an 
updated list of uncooperative 
tax havens at each of its sum¬ 
mits, he added. 

The news was welcomed 
by non-government organisa¬ 
tions campaigning for an end 
to tax havens, which they say 
cost governments billions of 
dollars in tax income that 
could be used to help the 
poor. 

But Oxfam France said 
the G20 list would have no 
effect unless it was followed 
up by strong sanctions on the 
guilty parties. 

’’This is a new list to add 
to all the lists we have seen 
before of tax havens,” the 
group said in a statement.. 



Madoff fund lawyer sues 
BNP for $1 bn 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The li¬ 
quidator of the collapsed 
Madoff Ponzi scheme has 
sued French bank BNP 
Paribas to recover nearly $1 
billion he says BNP may 
have gotten from the invest¬ 
ment fund, court papers 
showed yesterday. 

Irving Picard, charged 
with trying to recover some 
of the tens of billions of dol¬ 
lars that former Wall Street 
fimd manager Bernard Mad¬ 
off bilked from investors via 
his massive pyramid fund, 
filed the suit Thursday in a 
New York court. 

The court filing said Pi¬ 
card was seeking to recover 
money transferred to a unit of 


the French bank, BNP 
Paribas Arbitrage, by Harley 
International (Cayman) Ltd, a 
so-called ’’feeder fund” that 
handled money moving to 
and from Madoff s operation. 

’’Based on the trustee’s in¬ 
vestigation to date, approxi¬ 
mately $975,460,092 of the 
money transferred from the 
Madoff group to Harley was 
subsequently transferred by 
Harley to defendant BNP Ar¬ 
bitrage,” Picard’s filing said. 

BNP in a statement re¬ 
jected the claim as ’’com¬ 
pletely unfounded” and said 
it had ’’very strong” argu¬ 
ments with which to contest 
the suit.

First production sparks scandai 
at reopened Boishoi

MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia’s 
Bolshoi Theatre has provoked 
a scandal with the first produc¬ 
tion in its reopened historic 
home which was booed and 
whistled by part of the opening 
night audience. 

The new production of 
Glinka's opera Ruslan and 
Lyudmila — a love story based 
on a poem by Pushkin — is the 
first in the restored Bolshoi 
Theatre which reopened with a 
gala after an agonising six- 


year closure. 

Russian director Dmitry 
Chemyakov makes no attempt 
to please traditionalists in his 
version of what some see as 
Russia's national opera which 
received its premiere on 
Wednesday night. 

The opera opens in period 
dress and decor with a display 
of almost dazzlingly kitsch 
colours in a bright blue hall. It 
then transfers to modern times 
with elements including a Thai 


massage and a tattooed athlete. 

At the curtain several mem¬ 
bers of the audience yelled 
"shame!" and booed and whis¬ 
tled, an unusual outburst in 
Russia which is unaccustomed 
to Italian-style displays of au¬ 
dience dissatisfaction with per¬ 
formances. 

Chemyakov said ahead of 
the performance that it was not 
his intention to create a scan¬ 
dal but that he was prepared 
for attacks from more conser¬ 
vative elements in the public. 

"The subject is completely 
modem and the emotions will 
be as in real life," he said. 

However first night critics 
largely expressed admiration 
for the performance, in partic¬ 
ular the musical direction 
under the baton of star Russian 
conductor Vladimir Jurowski 
who until now has largely 
worked abroad. 


Justin Bieber denies ever meeting 
paternity accuser 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Teen 
pop sensation Justin Bieber on 
Friday said he has never once 
met the 20-year-old woman 
who alleges that the singer is 
the father of her baby boy who 
was bom three months ago. 

According to the tabloid 


Star magazine, Mariah Yeater 
says she and Bieber, 17, had 
sex backstage at one of his 
shows in Los Angeles. The 
magazine said Yeater's lawyers 
had filed a paternity lawsuit on 
Monday. 

Bieber, however, told the 


hosts of the Today show that 
the claims were without foun¬ 
dation. 

"I would just like to say that 
none of those allegations are 
true," he said, as hundreds of 
fans who had gathered outside 
the show's New York studios 
screamed in support of the 
young star. 

When asked again about 
the woman's sex claim, Bieber 
said: "I have never met her." 

A statement released by the 
singer's publicist on Wednes¬ 
day said his lawyers had not 
seen the suit reportedly filed 
by Yeater, but said "it's sad that 
someone would fabricate, ma¬ 
licious, defamatory and 
demonstrably false claims". 

"We will vigorously pursue 
all available legal remedies to 
defend and protect Justin 
against these allegations," it 
added.

Jury ponders fate of 
Jackson doctor 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
jury in the manslaughter trial 
of Michael Jackson’s doctor 
Conrad Murray began deliber¬ 
ating Friday to decide whether 
he is guilty of the star’s 2009 
death. 

The seven men and five 
women have to reach a verdict 
on a sole charge of involuntary 
manslaughter against the 58- 
year-old Murray, accused of 
giving Jackson an overdose of 
the powerful sedative propofol 
to help him sleep. 

The jury began considering 
its verdict after a day of drama 
Thursday, when prosecution 
and defense lawyers presented 
their closing arguments at the 
trial, which began on Septem¬ 
ber 27. 

In a powerful summary. 
Deputy District Attorney 
David Walgren said the 58- 
year-old medic caused the 
star’s death through negligence 
and greed, depriving his chil¬ 
dren of their father and the 
world of a ’’genius.” 

Defense attorney Ed Cher- 
noff then took the floor to 


claim that Murray was ”a little 
fish in a big dirty pond,” alleg¬ 
ing that key witnesses con¬ 
spired to agree on a story after 
Jackson died at his LA man¬ 
sion on June 25, 2009. 

Outside the court Friday, 
fans carrying placards includ¬ 
ing ’’Straight to jail and throw 
away the key” and ’’One way 
ticket to jail” gathered from 
early morning to await the ver¬ 
dict, which many feel could 
come as early as Friday. 

”I think it will happen .. be¬ 
cause the jury has heard 
enough, we have all heard 
enough, I think we’re all ready 
to get it done with,” said Tami 
Capps, from Oklahoma. 

”I think this jury... knows 
enough that they will come to 
a verdict today,” Capps, one of 
a handful of Jackson fans who 
won a seat in court in a daily 
lottery if the verdict is given, 
told the HLN television chan¬ 
nel. 

Murray faces up to four 
years in jail and could lose the 
right to practice medicine if 
convicted over Jackson’s death 


from an overdose of the anes¬ 
thetic propofol, combined with 
other sedatives administered to 
help him sleep. 

Murray above all wanted to 
protect his $150,000 a month 
salary for looking after Jack- 
son, Walgren said, describing 
how the doctor agreed to treat 
the star’s insomnia with the 
anesthetic propofol against all 
medical advice. 

The defense has argued that 
Jackson was a desperate drug 
addict who caused his own 
death by taking more medi¬ 
cines while Murray was out of 
the room at the star’s rented 
mansion in Los Angeles. 

Murray’s case was harmed 
by his own account of Jack¬ 
son’s final hours, given to po¬ 
lice, in which he recounted 
giving a series of sedatives, in¬ 
cluding lorazepam and mida¬ 
zolam, in a vain attempt to 
help the star sleep. 

The doctor claimed he left 
the star for only two minutes 
to go to the bathroom and re¬ 
turned to find Jackson not 
breathing.

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NFLs Giants face Patriots as season 
reaches mid-point

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NEW YORK (AFP) - Division 
leaders New England and the 
New York Giants meet for the 
first time since the 2008 Super 
Bowl on Sunday in a crucial 
National Football League 
game as the gridiron season 
reaches the halfway mark. 

The Giants, 5-2, own a two- 
game edge in the NFC East 
while the host Patriots, whose 
bid for an unbeaten Super 
Bowl title run ended with a 
loss to New York nearly four 
years ago, are tied with Buf¬ 
falo atop the AFC East at 5-2. 

New England quarterback 
Tom Brady was sacked five 
times in that defeat and the Gi¬ 
ants again lead the NFL in 
sacks with 26, most of those 
coming in the past three 
weeks. But to Brady, the Super 
Bowl sorrow is ancient history. 

'That’s distant memory,” 
Brady said. "There’s not much 
you can take from that. This is 
an entirely different team that 
they have and we have. 

"There are other times 
where you think about it, but 
this week I’m not thinking 
about that game. I’ve had a lot 
of opportunities to think about 
that game, but this isn’t the 
week for that." 

Giants quarterback Eli 
Manning hopes to lead an 
upset of the Patriots as he did 


in the Super Bowl. New Eng¬ 
land offers the NFL’s worst 
pass defense to a passer who 
ranks third in the league. 

"These games are fun," 
Manning said. "When you 
think of the Patriots, you al¬ 
ways think of a team that is al¬ 
ways in the playoff picture, 
always a talented, well- 
coached team. These are easy 
games to get excited for." 

NFL receptions leader Wes 
Welker, who has 57 catches for 
824 yards and six touchdowns, 
will help New England try to 
extend a 20-game regular sea¬ 
son home win streak and 31- 
game home win mark with 
Brady at quarterback. 

The Giants are injury-rid¬ 
dled as well with running back 
Ahmad Bradshaw having a 
sore foot, receiver Hakeem 
Nicks slowed with a hamstring 
injury and defensive end Osi 
Umenyiora nursing a sore 
shoulder. Nicks leads the Gi¬ 
ants with 38 catches for 575 
yards and three touchdowns. 

Should the Patriots fall, the 
New York Jets (4-3) could claim 
a share of the AFC East lead 
with a victory at Buffalo (5-2). 

The AFC North division 
lead is up for grabs with Balti¬ 
more visits Pittsburgh in a 
matchup of heated rivals who 
met in the season opener, a 35- 
7 Ravens rout of Pittsburgh. 

"Our city doesn’t like their 
city, and a lot of stuff is on the 
line," said Ravens offensive 
tackle Michael Oher, whose 
difficult journey to the NFL 
was made famous in the film 
"The Blind Side". 

Disclipline to avoid retalia¬ 
tion moves that often bring 
penalties will be critical. 
Ravens linebacker Ray Lewis 
said. 

"Definitely, when you get 
into a game like this, any type 
of penalty like that can be 
huge," he said. "You’ve always 
got to be kind of conscious of 
those things. Just don’t try to 


make the bonehead play." 

The Green Bay Packers, 
the NFL’s only undefeated 
team at 7-0, try to reach the 
mid-point of their season with 
a perfect record when they 
visit San Diego (4-3). 

San Diego lost a game they 
were in position to win last 
Monday when Philip Rivers 
fumbled the ball off a snap 
and Kansas City’s Andy 
Studebaker recovered, deny¬ 
ing the Chargers a chance for 
a winning field goal from 
point-blank range. 

The San Francisco 49ers, 
chasing the Packers for the 
NFL’s top overall record at 6- 


1, visit Washington (3-4). 

The NFC South division 
lead will be up for grabs on 
Sunday when pace-setter New 
Orleans (5-3) plays host to 
Tampa Bay (4-3) while Atlanta 
(4-3) travels to winless Indi¬ 
anapolis (0-8). 

Sunday’s other games find 
Seattle at Dallas, Miami at 
Kansas City, Cleveland at 
Houston, Denver at Oakland, 
Cincinnati at Tennessee and St. 
Louis at Arizona while 
Chicago will visit Philadelphia 
on Monday. Minnesota, Car¬ 
olina, Detroit and Jacksonville 
are idle. 
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Swimming: Olympic great Thorpe flops 
in comeback

SINGAPORE (AFP) - Aus¬ 
tralian swimming great Ian 
Thorpe’s hotly antieipated re¬ 
turn from five years on the 
sidelines ended in a disap¬ 
pointing seeond-last plaee Fri¬ 
day, tempering hopes he ean 
reaeh next year’s Olympies. 

Thorpe, 29, swimming the 
unaeeustomed 100m individ¬ 
ual medley at a low-key World 
Cup short-eourse event in Sin¬ 
gapore, was off the paee after 
the first 25m and he ended 


seventh, more than three see- 
onds adrift of winner Chad le 
Clos. 

The five-time Olympie 
ehampion, whose eomebaek 
has sparked antieipation of a 
mouth-watering Fondon 2012 
mateh-up with Ameriean su¬ 
perstar Miehael Phelps, glared 
at the seoreboard before smil¬ 
ing and shaking hands with a 
eompetitor. 

”I was doing really well — 
and then the breaststroke hap¬ 


pened,” said Thorpe, referring 
to the medley’s third leg. ”It 
wasn’t so bad this morning.” 

The performanee rounded 
off a dispiriting night for Aus¬ 
tralian veterans as triple 
Olympie ehampion Fibby 
Triekett, who also eame out of 
retirement this year, finished 
last and sixth on her return to 
international eompetition. 

But Thorpe, who an- 
nouneed his shoek return in 
February and has been train¬ 
ing in Switzerland under 
eoaeh Gennadi Touretski, put 
a brave faee on his swim, 
whieh disappointed a small 
but favourable erowd at a Sin¬ 
gapore sehool. 

Triekett, 26, also remained 
eonfident she would reeover 
her form in time for Australia’s 
Olympie trials in Mareh de¬ 
spite plaeing sixth in the 50m 
freestyle and last in the 100m 
butterfly. 

Thorpe, who stunned

swimming when he retired in 
2006 aged just 24, will also 
swim the 100m butterfly on 
the seeond and final day of 
eompetition today. 

He admitted he was impa¬ 
tient for sueeess despite being 
just nine months into his 
eomebaek to a sport in whieh 
he eolleeted five Olympie 
gold medals in 2000 and 2004 
along with 11 world titles. 


BASEF (AFP) - Novak 
Djokovie fought baek to dis- 
pateh Mareos Baghdatis 2-6, 
6-2, 6-3 here on Friday, reaeh- 
ing the ATP Swiss Indoors 
semi-finals and eonfirming a 
weleome return to form. 

The Serbian top seed set up 
a elash with rising Japanese 
star Kei Nishikori, a 6-4, 5-7, 
6-4 winner in nearly three 
hours over Kazak Mikhail 
Kukushkin. 

Djokovie, eompeting for 
the first time in six week after 
baek trouble, fought off a 
dozen aees from Baghdatis to 
move into the last four at the 
event he won in 2009 against 
Roger Federer. 

He dropped serve twiee in 
the opening set but quiekly 
put his game right to steam 
through in just over 90 min¬ 
utes. 

’’I’m not playing so strong 
but I’m winning, that’s the im¬ 
portant thing,” said Djokovie. 
”It was a tense mateh, Mareos 
played well. 

”He started well, I had no 
life on the eourt. But I made 
the erueial break at 3-2 and 
that was the key to the mateh, 
that deeided it. 

”I had my ehanee to eome¬ 
baek in the mateh and I did. I 
know my game will get better. 
I’m just impatient for that to 
happen.” 

Djokovie improved to 6-0 
over Baghdatis, a player 
against whom he has strug¬ 
gled, with the Cypriot win¬ 
ning sets in their last four 
meetings. 

Djokovie’s win was his 
67th of a sensational season 
against just three losses.
